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Baths and showers seem extremely boring compared with 
the cleaning methods used by some wild animals.

SOFT AND DRY 


hinchillas, small rodents from 

the Andes mountains of South 

America, are considered to 
have the softest fur in the world—30 
times softer than human hair. Their 
coat is incredibly dense, made up of 
more than 125,000 hairs per square 
inch. Because of their thick fur, water 
doesn’t dry on their skin, and the 
moisture can cause hypothermia 
and fungus growth. So chinchillas 
must avoid getting wet. To clean 
themselves, they take dust baths 
in voleanic ash to remove oil and 
moisture from their fur. People who 
keep chinchillas as pets have to buy 
specially processed sand to keep the 
critters clean, dry, and happy. 


MEAT HEADS 


To get to the tastiest bits, a vulture will often stick 

its entire head inside a decaying animal carcass. If 
most birds tried this, they would end up with gobs of rotting 
flesh stuck to their head feathers. Luckily, vultures are bald, 
so it’s easy for them to keep clean. Not much goo sticks to 
their bare noggins, and when it does, it simply dries up in 
the sun and falls off. Vultures also clean off rotting goo by 
peeing on their own feet. The acid in the birds’ urine acts as 
a disinfectant, killing bacteria.

TT" Nile crocodile gets help 
keeping its teeth clean from 
an unlikely dental assistant: 

a tiny bird called the Egyptian plover. The 
ancient Greek author Herodotus was the first to 
write about this strange relationship, in 459 Bc. He 
described how the little bird flew right into a croc’s 
open mouth and ate the leeches living there. Amazingly, 
the crocodile didn’t devour the bird. Modern scientists 
have reportedly observed the same behavior and 
also witnessed the plover removing rotting food 
scraps from between the crocodile’s teeth— 
lunch in exchange for a cleaning!

| DRIVE-UP FIN SERVICE 


ou might think that spending all 
y of your time in the water would 
mean you don’t have to worry 
about washing, but fish get dirty, too. 
Microscopic parasites can attach 
themselves to a fish’s scales, gills, 
and mouth, and feed on its flesh. 
Luckily, there’s a way for finned 
creatures to get clean. Several species 
of small fish—like the finger-long 
cleaner wrasse—act as the ocean’s 
“professional” cleaners. They set 
up “cleaning stations” near coral 
reefs, and larger fish actually form 
lines, waiting for service. The 
cleaner fish enters the larger fish’s 
gills and mouth and makes a meal of 
the parasites. Some dirty fish even 
change color to show they are ready to 
be cleaned. (Scientists think the color 
change also makes the tiny parasites 
easier to find.) 


RUB-A-DUB-DUB, 
5 MILLION ANTS IN A TUB 


here’s nothing better than taking a nice, soothing 
bath...in ants. At least, that’s what you might think if you 
were a crow, a starling, or one of the more than 200 other 
species of birds that practice a strange behavior called anting. 
When birds ant, they pick up ants with their beaks and rub them on 
their feathers. Sometimes the birds will spread their wings, lie down 
on top of an ant nest, and wait for the residents to storm out and swarm 
over them. Scientists believe this bug bath is a way for the birds to 
stay clean: Ants secrete an acid that helps protect against fungus 
and bacteria, and kills mites and ticks. g

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Dusty Beginnings 

Scott Wade makes artwork on the rear windows of his 
family’s cars. The dusty road that he and his wife drive 
on every day near their home in San Marcos, Texas, 
makes it possible. It contains lots of clay, which helps 
the dirt stick to their cars. Scott doesn’t wash his car 
that often anyway. “It’s not so much about being messy,” 
he says, “but about conserving water. If we washed our 
cars enough to keep them clean for any reasonable 
amount of time, we'd be using an awful lot of water.” 


Window Dressing 


It can take anywhere from three days to two weeks to 
build up enough dust to work with. Scott then uses his 
fingers, pencil erasers, Popsicle sticks, and dry paint- 
brushes to create an image. It takes him up to an hour 
to complete a drawing, and the images last for as long 
as two weeks. (He and his wife have gotten very good 
at using just their side view mirrors to see behind them 
while driving.)

rances Gabe is not the first person to observe 

that housework can be a “nerve-twangling 
bore.” But she /s the first to deal with the prob- 
lem by building a house that cleans itself. 

Located on a dirt road in Newberg, Oregon, 
Frances's house looks unremarkable from the 
outside. But when you step inside, it’s like 
entering an indoor car wash. Rotating nozzles 
in the ceilings are designed to spray soap and 
water all over the walls, ceilings, and floors at 
the push of a button. The surfaces are protect- 
ed by a clear, waterproof coating. The furniture 
is also waterproof (except for the bed, which 
must be covered) and the floors slant ever 
so slightly toward corner drains. When the 
rinse cycle is finished, hot air blowers dry 
everything off. The whole process takes about 
45 minutes. 

The design for Frances’s house, which she 
built in the 1960s and '70s, contains more 
than 60 different self-cleaning gadgets. There’s

a clothes closet that doubles as a washer/dryer 
so you don’t even have to take the clothes off 
the hangers when it’s laundry time. There’s also 
a dishwasher housed right inside the kitchen 
cupboard, and even a self-dusting book jacket. 


he inspiration to build a self-cleaning house 
came when Frances was a teenager. Her 
father was a builder and an architect, and she 
would accompany him on jobs. When they got 
back home, she would often have to do house- 
work, and she recalls, “That just didn’t turn me 
on at all. | wanted a solution” 

Frances, who is now 91, still lives in the 
house and occasionally gives tours. Sev- 
eral of the cleaning mechanisms no longer 

work because they were damaged over 
the years in an earthquake and a flood. But 
the kitchen still does its own housework. Now, 
if only Frances would make her next project a 
house that does homework! Q
